WATER METERS ON—NOT YET 

It has been reported about town that 
the water meters would be put into 
service this week. This would be in¬ 
teresting if true but *it is difficult to 
account for the yarn since there is 
still a large an.ount of water running 
away in the open stream in the Little 
Santa Anita. The only water for w'hich 
an ’’excess'' charge is made in addi- 
tinn to the domestic rate is the water 
pumped from the plant in the wash. 
There would be no reason for putting 
the meters into service when there 
was no prospect of pumping being 
necessary for some time to come. No¬ 
body knows just how soon that will 
he, not even Superintendent Bieder- 
man, and he knows more about the 
immediate water situation than any¬ 
body else. If the present coo!, cloudy 
weather should continue the water in 
the canyon stream would probably 
suffice for some time to come. On 
the other hand a period of hot, dry 
weather would reduce the How in the 
canyon within a few weeks to a point 
where pumping would be necessary. 
In past years it has sometimes been 
necessary to put the meters into serv¬ 
ice earlier than should have been the 
case were it not for the amount of 
water wasted by a few people. Here’s 
hoping the majority of consumers will 
not be put to needless expense through 
the extravagant use of water by a few 
this season. 


ACQUITTED BY PASADENA JURY 

S. Wada, the Japanese employment 
agent, was acquitted Thursday morn¬ 
ing of a charge of disturbing the peace, 
the trial being held in Justice Klam- 
roth’s court in Pasadena. Wada was 
arrested by Marshal Ray upon com¬ 
plaint of the Misses Harriman, who 
were frightened by his appearing late 
at night at their home to collect a bill 
which he claimed they owed him for 
labor, but which they said they had 
already paid. Upon their refusal to 
pay again he refused to leave the 
place, but continued his demands for 
money. Naturally they became 
alarmed and appealed for assistance, 
Marshal Ray taking Wada to Pasadena 
for safe keeping over night. The Pasa¬ 
dena jury, who seemed to be Wada's 
“peers" as guaranteed by the consti¬ 
tution, did not think his actions con¬ 
stituted a breach of the peace. 


THROWN FROM MOTORCYCLE 

Frank Merrill was the principal per¬ 
former yesterday in one of the worst 
spills which has fallen to the lot of 
a local motorcyclist. He says it was 
the worst he lias had in ten years of 
xperienee. While hurrying up Bald¬ 
win Avenue on his way home to lunch 
his front wheel struck “Brownie,” the 
little Fox terrior belonging to Har¬ 
old Weston, which ran out into the 
street so suddenly as to give no warn¬ 
ing and allow no slackening of speed.

OF INTEREST TO 
SCHOOL PATRONS 

RECENT SCHOOL LAW CHANGES 

Many Measures of Importance Passed 
at Last Session of the 
Legislature. 

Radical changes in the school laws 
of California have been made by bills, 
just signed at the last possible mo¬ 
ment by Governor Johnson. These 
bills, together with a few signed earl¬ 
ier, change the tenure of office of school 
trustees, revolutionize the method of 
apportioning school funds, relax the 
stringent laws governing vaccination, 
permit military training in the high 
schools and in several other ways 
shake up and rearrange school condi¬ 
tions. The following resume shows the 
effects of some changes in the school 
laws made by the late legislature: 

Senate Bill 982 changes the time of 
taking office for school trustees from 
July 1st to May 1st. This law is al¬ 
ready in effect, so that all boards of 
elementary school trustees who were 
elected in April and all district (but 
not other) high school boards, are now 
in office and fully capable of trans¬ 
acting any business. By some over¬ 
sight, the old law requiring new boards 
of trustees to organize and elect a 
clerk on the first Saturday in July 
was not changed; so it will be neces¬ 
sary, wherever the old clerk was not 
re-elected as trustee, for the county 
superintendent to appoint one of the 
board as clerk until the formal or¬ 
ganization in July. 

Another new law (Assembly Bill 
1086) empowers trustees to elect 
teachers for the next ensuing year 
on and after June 1st. In case the, 
trustees fail to elect a new teacher 
(or fail to notify an old teacher) be¬ 
tween June 1st and June 10th, the old 
teacher’s contract automatically goes 
into effect for the next year. This law 
does not take effect until July 1st, so 
this year trustees may agree with 
teachers to continue in school and rat¬ 
ify their election on the first Saturday 
in July. 

Institutes for trustees as well as for 
teachers are now in order. Assembly 
Bill No. 108 provides that county su¬ 
perintendents of schools may call a 
trustees’ institute, and that the ex¬ 
pense may be borne by the unappor¬ 
tioned county school fund. The idea is 
to unify school methods, and spread 
the inspiration of new ideas to all the 
districts of a county. 

Another novelty in institutes is pro¬ 
vided in Senate Bills Nos. 298-300, 
which permit county superintendents 
to abandon the present annual teach¬ 
ers’ institute, provided they call, in 
lieu of it, local teachers’ institutes 
from time to time in various parts of 
the county. These local institutes need . 
not interrupt school for more than a 
day, and they have the additional ad¬ 
vantage of getting close to the parents, 
especially in evening sessions. 

The "Benedict Bills” (Assembly Bills 
Nos. 367 and 368) completely change 
the method of apportioning state school 
funds. They abolish the school cen¬ 
sus, and base the apportionment of

funds by the number of teachers and 
on the average daily attendance, in¬ 
stead of on the number of census 
children. This will put a big premium 
on regular attendance and on the en¬ 
forcement of the compulsory education 
law. This law, itself, was also changed 
by Assembly Bill No. 240, which raises 
the age of compulsory school atten¬ 
dance from 14 to 15 years. 

Vaccination of school children is 
made optional with parents by Senate 
Bill No. 655. 

Small boys will grieve to hear of 
Assembly Bill No. 1080, which pro¬ 
vides that school shall continue in ses¬ 
sion on all holidays except New \ ear’s, 
Memorial Day, Fourth of July, Thanks¬ 
giving and Christmas, except where the 
board of trustees declare a special 
holiday, which the bill empowers them 
to do.

BY THE WAY 

Who said anything about hot sum¬ 
mers in Sierra Madre? They are en¬ 
titled to one more guess before this 
weather changes. 

It has been reported about town 
that the speed ordinance is to be en¬ 
forced. Excuse us while we swallow 
a large sized grain of sodium chloride. 

Some people are boosters of the 
noisiest kind—until they discover their 
boosting is going to result in a little 
benefit to some one else, possibly a 
competitor. Then they suddenly lose 
interest in the job. 

In cities where Sunday mail deliv¬ 
eries have been customary the post- 
office department is either cutting it 
out or reducing it to the minimum. 
Patrons of the Sierra Madre office 
have, therefore, no grounds for com¬ 
plaint at discrimination on that score. 

When a fight was started on the 
five-cent telephone toll between Sierra 
Madre and Pasadena the agitation was 
stopped with a semi-promise of a re¬ 
duction from 15 cents to 10 cents in 
the Los Angeles toll. Was that all 
ttie suggestion was intended to accom¬ 
plish? No other result has appeared 
to date. 

Sierra Madre peopl ought to con¬ 
sider themselves fortunate that they 
are so far removed from the borders 
of Los Angeles that the annexation 
question does not enter as a disturb¬ 
ing factor into every public enterprise. 
No doubt our turn will come, but in the 
meantime there are a lot of problems 
which we can work out more satisfac¬ 
torily alone and without the added 
burdens under which Los Angeles 
property owners are struggling. 

Again a humble taxpayer rises to 
remark that it would be the part of 
economy for the city to invest in some 
simple apparatus for repairing the 
paved streets with hot asphaltum, or 
at least for heating oil. Many streets 
have small holes started which will 
soon be worn to a stage where they 
cannot be repaired without consider¬ 
able expense. The city trustees start¬ 
ed some time ago to investigate the 
question of purchasing an outfit but 
so far have reached no tangible results. 
Probably the everlasting problem of 
expense has had to be considered, but 
it would seem that in view of the ulti¬ 
mate economy to be effected such an 
outfit might come ahead of a good 
many other exp enses. 

There are few things in the world 
more beautiful than the sympathy 
which propmpts people to do what 
they can to minister to those in need 
of aid. material or otherwise. Like¬ 


wise there are few things more des¬ 
picable than the pretense of sympathy 
used as a means of prying into the 
affairs of others. “Just think of all 
I've done for her and, would you be¬ 
lieve it, she hasn’t told me yet what it 
is that’s troubling her,’’ remarked a 
woman not long ago concerning an ac¬ 
quaintance. Charity which puts the 
recipient under the obligation of re¬ 
vealing unwilling confidences is no 
charity at all. Whittier wrote: 

"He prayeth best who leaves unguessed 
The mystery of another's breast. 

Why cheeks grow pale, why eyes o’er-

STARTLING FACTS 

South Pasadena Record: Those who 
dispute tlie statement that the reason 
why Los Angeles wants South Pasa¬ 
dena t > be swallowed up by her is be¬ 
cause the Angel City has nearly reach¬ 
ed the limit of her bonding limit and 
wants more valuation and more taxes 
to pay for past and future indebtedness 
are invited to follow the editor through 
the following results of a trip to the 
city hall of the city of Los Angeles. 

First truth—After passing the pres¬ 
ent issue of school bonds, in the sum 
of $1,700,000, Los Angeles will have 
reached within $3,296,000 of her bond¬ 
ing limit. 

Second truth—If Los Angeles passes 
these school bonds, she will be unable 
to issue bonds desired in the sum of 
$4,000,000. because she would then ov- 
'.si p her legal bonding limit $700,000. 

Third truth—In addition to the above 
vitally necessary bond issues, Los An¬ 
geles is hopelessly looking to the 
necessity of passing bonds for the 
construction of a new outfall sewer, 
for the present one is both overtaxed 
and faulty in construction. Los An¬ 
geles must get more assessed valua¬ 
tion to complete these city needs. 

The total assessed valuation of the 
city of Los Angeles is $332,000,000. 
From this must be subtracted the 
amount of corporation valuation, $60,- 
000,000, as the passage of the now fa¬ 
mous Amendment No. 1, excuses cor¬ 
porations from taxation for these pur¬ 
poses. This leaves $272,000,000 as the 
actual assessed valuation for taxable 
purposes. 

The bonding limit of Los Angeles is 
fifteen per cent of her valuation that 
is available for taxation, or $40,000,000. 

Now the bonds outstanding against 
the city of Los Angeles, according to 
the figures of the tax collector in that 
city, amount to $35,804,000. Bonds in 
the sum of $4,996,00 may be passed 
before Los Angeles reaches her bond 
limit. But the power and the school 
bonds will more than absorb this sum. 

By giving a box social, remarks the 
Wilmington Journal, the people of 
Gardena have succeeded in raising 
forty-four dollars and sixty cents, 
which sum is to be used in making im¬ 
provements to their fire department. 
Gardena, it will be remembered, con¬ 
solidated with Lc>- Angeles about four 
years ago, and with ripened experience 
her citizens are going after civic im¬ 
provements in the right manner. Some 
of these days Wilmington. San Pedro 
and Hollywood will be doing the box 
social stunt and consolidation will then 
not seem such a miserable failure as 
the broken pledges of the administra¬ 
tion have led them to believe.

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NOVEL SHOCK ABSORBER. 

Pneumatic Cushion Substitute For 
Automobile Spring. 

There has recently been invented by 
a California mining; engineer a novel 
substitute for springs and shock ab¬ 
sorbers on automobiles. This is a 
pneumatic cushion which appears to 
have advantages because it permits 
the use of solid tires. 

The inventor of this new device has 
found it possible uot only to construct 
a pneumatic shock absorber, but so to 
arrange this that it takes the place of 
the spring itself, while at the same 
time preventing any rebound. In its 
present state this pneumatic cushion 
consists simply of a round rubber bulb 
six or eight inches in diameter, hav¬ 
ing an open neck at its upper end and 
a small projection at its lower. This 
projection fits into a hole in a conical 
wood block that is secured to the axle 
of the automobile, while the ueck of 
the bulb is set into a pipe fitting at¬ 
tached to the body of the machine. 


them to a car the leaves of the springs 
are removed with the exception of the 
outer heavy leaf, which is used for 
steadying purposes. All four tubes 
are connected by separate pipes to the 
tank. 

The action of the bulb is as follows: 
When a wheel of the car passes over 
an obstruction the bottom of the bulb 
resting upon the cone shaped block is 
pushed Inward, and the surface of 
contact of the bulb with tlie block is 
increased. The heavier the blow the 
more the block sinks in: consequently 
there is a continuously increasing sup¬ 
porting area within the bulb upon 
which the air acts, the air being un¬ 
der a compression of about twenty 
pounds to the square inch in the bulb, 
the pipe line and the tank. As a re¬ 
sult of the increasing flattened area in 
the bottom of the bulb under a heavy 
shock there is a cushioning effect that 
increases with the blow, and when the 
initial shock has been absorbed there 
is no rebound, since the air in the 
bulb, piping and tank has not been ap¬ 
preciably compressed.

FUEL SAVING DEVICE. 

Perfect Combustion Attained by Aus¬ 
tralian Smoke Consumer. 

A practical demonstration has been 
made in this city of an apparatus for 
the consumption of smoke and the 
economizing of fuel, reports Consul 
General Bray of Sydney. New South 
Wales. 

The appliance consists of a patent 
firebox door cast in the form of a 
deep box. with a sliding grid in front 
by which the admission of air is reg¬ 
ulated. The deep furnace becomes a 
hot air chamber in which the air is 
rarefied, after which it passes through 
a series of breakers, formed in the 
shape of T irons, placed so as to give 
a proper distribution of air over the 
furnace fire from the front. The back 


air box is placed at the end of the fire 
bar area and is built in so as to admit 
of the air being distributed over the 
fire from the back, and by this method 
of admitting and regulating the air a 
perfect combustion can be obtained, 
thereby bringing about a great saving 
of fuel. As a result the gases are con¬ 
sumed and the smoke discharged from 
the smokestack is reduced to an abso¬ 
lute minimum. 

The demonstration showed that the 
smoke from the furnace, which was 
charged with a full load of slack coal, 
was cut off within half a minute after 
closing the doors. According to a re¬ 
cent test, the saving in coal amounted 
to a little over 25 per cent, while the 
water evaporated per pound of coal 
was increased by over 40 per cent. 

REMEDY FOR DAMP WALLS. 


well into the wall. Let it dry until 
next day, then apply a coat of alum 
water. Let this dry until next day. 
then repeat with the alum aud soap 
once, as before. Thus the wall will 
receive two coats of soap and two of 
alum, which will form a chemical com¬ 
pound impervious to water Very 
damp walls treated with this Simple 
coating will give no trouble under pa¬ 
per for years. 


Alternate Coats of Soap and Alum Are 
Impervious to Water. 

If a wall is suspected of dampness 
a piece of gelatin held close to it will 
tell the story at once. If the wall is 
dry the gelatin will not change; if 
damp the gelatin will turn or curl 
more or less, according to the degree 
of dampness; if the wall is very damp 
it will need no testing. 

One good remedy for a wall uot very 
damp is a mixture of one pound of 
good glue dissolved in one gallon of 
water into which, while hot. has been 
stirred some dry red lead until the 
mass is of the consistency of ordinary 
paint. 

The surest and best remedy, accord¬ 
ing to the Master Painter, is the Syl¬ 
vester process, as follows: Cut up 
three-quarters of a pound of castile 
soap into one gallon of water and dis- 
j solve. Now dissolve half a pound of 
pulverized alum in four gallons of 
1 water. With a brush for each solu¬ 
tion. using a wide brush, apply a coat¬ 
ing of the soap solution,, rubbing it 


To Prevent Ships Rolling. 

Those who suffer from seasickness 
will be pleased to hear that a German 
engineer has invented a “pitching 
tank" which, tried on two Atlantic 
liners, has proved very effectual in re¬ 
ducing the rolling of the ships. The 
Berlin Lokalanzeiger states that at the 
congress of shipbuilding engineers the 
emperor congratulated Herr Frahrn, 
the inventor of the “pitching tank,” 
and expressed the hope that the system 
would soon be introduced on board all 
vessels Herr Frahrn read a paper 
demonstrating upou a model the ef¬ 
fects of the invention, which consists 
of D shaped tanks extending from 
port to starboard through the hold. 
The water in them rises and falls as 
the ship rolls, so as to neutralize the 
rhythmical movement of the latter. 


Invisible Eyeglasses. 

A recent instance of American in¬ 
genuity is afforded by the device of an 
optician for the relief of actors and 
actresses alfiicted with defective eye¬ 
sight. Glasses fitted with tiny lenses 
are now made for the use of the actor 
so afflicted who. in deference to the 
character he is enacting, may not wear 
the regulation eyeglasses or spectacles. 
These special glasses fit close to the 
eyeball and are scarcely discernible 
from the front of the house. The nose- 
piece or bridge connecting the lenses 
Is covered with flesh colored material, 
which adds to 'lie illusion.
